The London Morning Post publish- 
ed recently an interesting record of 
Germany’s spy system and Great Bri- 
tain’s counter-espionage organization 
which was so efficient by the summer 
of 1915 that seven German spies were 
taken in one fortnight, paralyzing 
Germany’s schemes to re-establish 
her spy service in Great Britain, A

)Dutchmen named Janssen and Roos. 
Suspicions were arounsed concerning 
them on account of numerous tele- 
jgrams they despatched from naval 
jports to The Hague, apparently ord- 
ering cigars. This was remarkable as 
sailors are not in the habit of order- 
ing cifars, so the senders were arrest- 
ed, 

Janssen and Roos, when examined, 
\claimed to be travelers on behalf of 
the Dierks company of The Hague.

Amounted to $16,789, 892.51 
Manitoba has forty-four creameries, 
with 22,000 milk and cresm shippers, 
and present indications for increased 
production of dairy products in the 
province are exceedingly encouraging. 
During the year 1919 a number ot 
new silos were erected at different 
parts of the province. These have 
been filled with corn, green oats, and 
peas, which makes a succulent and 
good cheap feed for milch cows. 
The total value of dairy products 
for the year amounted to $16,789,892.51 
The increased production, combined 
with the increased price, amounted to 
$5,001,719.25, The increase in dairying 
is more noticeable in the Southern 
part of the province, where graln 
growing has been carried on for 25 
or 30 years, There appears to be a 
marked change towards more mixed 
farming in this part of Manitoba.
